Stephen Mahaulu's trial for embez- 


zlement of Land office moneys out- 
lasted yesterday, the third day. It was 
devoid of sensation, but there was 
more in it for the Judge than for the 
Jnry to decide. The proceedings bris- 
tled all the tune with law points on 
the admissibllity and competence of 
the evidence the Territory offered. 


E. S. Boyd. the former Commissioner 


of Public Lands, who is detained in 
Oahu jail In default of bail on his ap- 
peal from conviction for embezzlement, 
Brave some interesting evidence—for In- 
stance, that of his having once obtain- 
ed the combination of the Land office 
safe, though, according to his own 
testimony, he had never nandled the 
cash. He mixed his dates somewhat, 
'voluntarily changing in the afternoon 
evidence he had given hi the morning. 


ABOUT A CHECK. 


At the opening of the morning ses- 


sion J. M. Dowsett, treasurer of the 
"Walanae Company, testified about a 
check drawn in his office on January 
23, 1903, in favor of the Commissioner 
of Public Lands. It was for $5100, of 
which $4500 was to pay land rent tt» 
the Government. 


Mr. Thompson objected to the evi- 


dence on the ground that a check for 
the Commissioner of Public Lands had 
nothing to do with the defendant. Mr. 
Prosser having shown how the evi- 
dence would be connected with the de- 
fendant, the witness testified he had 
mkde diligent search for the check bu 
could, not find it. As he added that the 
check1 had, in all probability, been de- 
stroyed with other old checks by his 
orders, Mr. Thompson objected to the 
witness's further testifying about the 
loss of the check because he had traced 
it into the hands of another. This was 
sustained and Mr. Coombs, an employe 
of Mr. Dowsett, was called and testi- 
fied to having taken a bundle of papers 
to Lucas's planing mills and destroy- 
ed them In the furnace. 


E. I. Spaldlng, cashier of Claus 


Spreckels & Co.'s bank, was called 
about the same check. Mr Thompson 
demanded the documentary evidence 
and the bank's check ledger was 
produced. As the witness had not made 
the entry about the check, Mr. Thomp- 
son objected to his further testifying 
On the subject. B. F. Beardmoxe, the 
clerk who made the entry, was there- 
fore called and proved the entry of 
payment of the check as an original 
entry. Mr Thompson's objection that 
the check itself was the original entry 
was not sustained, 


ED S BOYD TESTIFIES

DEMURRERS OVERRULED. 


Judge Robinson rendered a decision 


overruling the demurrers of several de- 
fendants in the-suit of Ellen Albertina 
Polyblank, trustee, and Stella Keomal- 
lanl Cockett, beneficiary, vs. David Ka- 
wananakoa and others, and giving the 
demurring defendants leave to answer 
within five days. The suit is a bill In 
equity to foreclose a mortgage covering 
certain land in Honolulu. 


David Kawananakoa, Jonah Kalanl— 


anaole, Abigail W. Kawananakoa and 
Elizabeth- K. Kalanianaole demurred 
separately but on substantially similar 
grounds. They claimed that there was 
a misjolnder of parties in the summon- 
ing of the wives of Kawananakoa and 
Kalanianaole as parties defendant, be- 
cause the note and mortgage were giv- 
en to secure the payment of a portion 
of the purchase price of the land and 
premises covered by the mortgage, 
lence no interest of the wives appear- 
ed in the suit 


The court finds that though it may 


36 true that neither Mrs. Kawanana- 
coa nor Mrs. Kalanianaole is a neces- 
sary party, each is nevertheless a prop- 
er party. They joined In the mortgage 
!or the purpose of releasing all right 
or possibility of dower, and the 
if dower is therefore a f^ct to bs proved 
by the complainants. If the complain 
ants failed to prove this part of their 
allegations the respondents, Abigail W. 
Cawananakoa and Elizabeth K. Kala- 
tianaole, "have some Interest, by way 
of dower, which would not be deter- 
mined by any decree rendered In a suit 
to which they 
were not parties." 


Among the authorities a New York case 
is quoted where It was held: "In equity, 
there Is a distinction between proper 
parties, to be bound by the decree at 
the election of the plaintiff, and neces- 
sary parties, without whom the court 
cannot proceed to judgment" 


THE GOVERNMENT'S PART. 


Another ground of demurrer by the 


defendants already named Is that the 
Territory of Hawaii was an improper 
party defendant, because the Territory 
cannot be sued without its consent ac- 
cording to the civil laws. 


"Conceding for the purposes of the 


argument," Judge Robinson says, "that 
this section and the following sections 
have the effect which counsel claims 
for them, still I fail to see how his 
clients can take advantage of these 
provisions, as this statute was not en- 
acted for the benefit of Individual liti- 
gants, but solely for the benefit of the 


o\ eminent, In order to preclude pos- 


sible embarrassment to it in the dis- 
charge of its functions by the bring- 
ing by its citizens of numerous suits 
:o establish asserted private rights due 
from it or remedy and redress fancied

Dear Sir: I beg to call to your at- 


tention Act 84 of the Session.Laws of 
1903, in relation to awnings and balco- 
nies, which I am told is not enforced. 


I am alao Informed that there is a 


law prohibiting any one driving over* 
a bridge of more -than ten feet span, 
farter than a walk, and providing''* 
fine. I believe you had better take- 
this up with the Sheriffs of the differ- 
ent Islands, and see that both of thesa 
matters are enforced. 


May I also call(<your attention to Act 


72 of the Session Laws of 1903, provld- 
ng a penalty for Jthose who rent build- 
ings for immoral- purposes. This Is an 
exceedingly strong law, and It might 
be well to suggest that the newspapers 
call attention to these laws.

comment on small farming in the Hawaiian Islands. Now unless 
there is .some suitable land made available for bona fide settlers I 
can not comprehend the'good of i t . - 


The Bishop Estate took up the lead in Kona District, Hawaii. 


Why does the government not follow, suit by opening some of 
the government land within reasonable distance of Honolulu? 


Some months ago when a. party of fifteen white men, repre- 


senting that, many more wanted to make application for five acre 
lots in Palolo valley the government .would not receive their ap- 
plication and has not done so up to ihe present time. 


Most of these men will leave for the States in the Spring, un- 


less given a chance here. They are mostly mechanics and owing 
to the competition from the Asiatics, are looking for a place where 
they could .put in their spafe time and eventually build up a self- 
supporting home.

Let the government or some-private individual lay out five 


or ten acre tracts and sell them at a reasonable .figure under a 
right of purchase law, so as to give the man with small means a 
chance, it* would keep some'of the white population, who are here 
now, on the islands, and the Honolulu people would not have to 
look to the other Islands or to the (Toast for their poultry, vege- 
tables, butter and small fruits and could get them fresh every morn- 
ing and at reasonable prices. 


Instead of advertising land that can not be had and trying to 


induce white settlers to come h»re,;let the government see if the 
white people' here now can hold their own and be persuaded to 
stay here by opening up some of the'government land at a reason-

THE ARMY IN 


INDIA REFORMED 


LONDON, Oct. 29.—An army order 


has been issued giving effect directly 
to Lord Kitchener's scheme for the re- 
distribution 
of 
the 
Indian 
army. 


Roughly speaking, the units are group- 
ed in formation wherein they can best 
train in time of peace for fighting. 


It is pointed out that the conditions 


In the country, owing to spread of rail- 
ways and telegraphs, have vastly 
changed since the time of the mutiny 
when the present location of the troops 
was arranged. The scheme concentrates 
the troops according to the present re- 
quirements and in particular enables 
all three arms of the service to be train- 
ed together. The arrangements In re- 
gard to Burmah 
are 
unchanged. 


Though the post of Lieutenant-General 
of the Madras army has been abolish- 
ed, it does not mean that southern In- 
dia is to be denuded of troops. 


The cost of the changes will be £10,- 


000,000.

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ENFORCING THE LAW. 


(From \VedneBaays Advertiser) 


Governor Carter has written a letter 


to High Sheriff Henry calling the at- 
tention of the head of the Territorial 
police department 
to three 
more 


statutes that have been permitted to 
fall Into abeyance. The Governor sug- 
gests, moreover, as the laws are upon 
the statute books that It Is In. order 
that some steps should be taken look- 
tog to their enforcement. 


It will not be denied that the point 


made by the Governor Is well taken. 
laws, In an American community, are 
made to be enforced, and law officers 
are chosen to enforce and not to evade 
them. If a law Is bad — and there have 
been bad laws, law-makers 'being- 
human — that is perhaps an additional 
reason for enforcement. 
The people 


are thereby brought the more quickly 
to a realization of the evil, and the 
"bad 
law Is the more quickly stricken 


from the statute books. It Is a trite, 
but a very true saying that the way 
to repeal a bad law is to enforce it. 
The American people act qujckly when 
they are made to suffer because of the 
mistakes of their representatives. 
• There is, nevertheless, a tendency on 
the part of many executive officers to 
let bad laws lapse, hoping thereby to 
save themselves some of the trouble 
of their duty and the people some of 
the trouble of enforcement. 


Executive functions may be in some 


measure 
discretionary, 
nevertheless 


when executive judgment is not most 
wisely used there Is always the liability 
that some laws that are good may be 
overlooked as well as some that are 
bad. And in this class are the three 
measures to which Governor Carter 
has called the attention of the High 
Sheriff. The statute for the regulation 
of the building of awnings is, on the 
whole, a wise one, whose enforcement 
will be for the benefit of the greatest 
number of people, 


It cannot be denied, either, that it is 


a law wisely designed for the protrc- 
tlon of public property which forbids 
fast driving over bridges of certain 


t ^Lastly, and perhaps most important 
of all, is the law for. the regulation of 
public morality directed against the 
owners of property leased for uses not 
for the best good of the community. 
This statute strikes an evil at precise- 
ly the point where that evil is vulner- 
able, namely the pockets of those who 
would profit by its continuance, and 
the enforcement of the law against it 
should therefore be productive of di- 
rect and lasting benefit.

SUSPICIOUS SECRECY. 


There Is a common feeling that the 


Pinkham Commission would not hide 
away If its motives were above-board 
and In the public interest. As cautious 
as a squad of soles in the enemy's 
country, this commission trailed about 
the islands, whispering here and taking 
pictures tfiere, saying, when pressed, 
that it was on sanitary business and 
returning home to have secret meetings 
once a week. What can a -mission be 
which has to be covered up. like a con- 
spiracy? Obviously the quest -made by 
Mr, Pinkham and his staff had to do 
with £ public matter;--: 'doubtless the 
purpose was and is to influence Federal 
legislation and policy. 
It 
follows, 


therefore, that the people whom that 
legislation or policy most ..concerns 
should be taken Into confidence. This 
Is no longer a country ruled by a few 
men or by a single interest, for anybody 
who has a fair case to present or a 
valid public complaint to make, can get 
a hearing for It In Washington, pro- 
vided the matter falls within Federal 
jurisdiction. 
Mr. Pinkham and. his 


backers ought not to forget that one 
Edgar Caypless, single-handed, upset 
the well-laid plans which some of our 
distinguished citizens had formed for 
the government of the Territory. Noth- 
ing could be more unwise than for such 
citizens, after that experience, to try 
to get anything railroaded through at 
Washington which the people of Ha- 
waii do not want; for then there might 
be a hundred Cayplesses in the field. 
The' better plan, whatever is the 
scheme, is to open the latter to the 
public and get their Judgment before 
going further.

The trouble with the malcontents, how- 
ever, is that some of them are as little 
contented with' Populism as others are 
with Parkerism and Clevelandlsm, and 
the "safe and sane" men can find no 
ground of agreement with the radicals 
who rave at the bare mention of Wall 
street and the Trusts. 


There can be small doubt, after the 


showing made in November, that the 
pposition has need for reorganization 
f it Is to play any part whatever in 
he politics of the country. It is not, 
perhaps, a matter of great Importance 
to anybody, that Is, beyond those op- 
position leaders who do desire to play 
a part—nevertheless all Americans are 
interested in political movements, and 
all will watch with care the efforts 
of the opposition leaders to reconcile 
the irreconcilable. 1

This payment from Lung Wo Is a 


separate Instance, but the four pay- 
ments alleged to have been made by 
Chfng Mun Gar carry a story that will 
be read with some Interest by the law- 
abiding citizens of this community. 
Chmg Mun Gar runs, or did run under 
the old regime, a protected che fa 
game at Aiea. It Is alleged that Chin? 
Mun .Gar paid to McDuflie the sum o( 
$5 tin May 7, again on May 14, yet again 
or* May 21, and finally again on May 
28. Now, the seventh of May Vas on 
a Saturday, and so were the following 
elates on which payments were made. 
Of course Ching Mun Gar was not In 
the business of gambling for his health, 
and neither could he be assumed to be 
making these alleged payments to a 
police official because of love "and af- 
fection.' In fact, a weekly 
payment 


would seem to Imply, rather strongly, 
a weekly renewed agreement' of pro- 
tection. 


But this Is not all. Ah On, formerly 


the Chinese detective of the police de- 
partment was indicted at the same 
time as McDuffle, there, being three 
charges against him. And the specific 
instances in the allegations against Ah 
On were that on March 26, April 2 and 
April 9 he had received the sum of 
$15 from the same Ching Mun Gar run- 
ning the same che fa game at the same 
Aiea, 


In other words, just before McDuf- 


fie is alleged to have received his week- 
ly stipend of $5, Ah On had been re- 
ceiving from the same source a weekly 
stipend of ten dollars more per week 
than McDuffie got 
This leaves two 


Inferences open In the matter, so far 
as the police department was concern- 
ed. Either the Chinese gambler found 
out that McDuffie *vas a cheaper man 
to do business with, and so proceeded 
to buy what he wanted where he could 
get It cheapest, or Ah On managed his 
little fiduciary plan In such slovenly 
fashion that somebody got wise and 
there was a demand for a "piece." And 
then Ching Mun Gar had to come 
through with $20 a week to be let 
alone, instead of $15, 'as he is alleged to 
have been paying theretofore. The tax- 
payer -is at liberty to draw his own in- 
ference In the matter 


However that may be, the indictment 


of McDuffie and Ah On, who were but 
subordinates, shows that the grand Jury 
must' have been pretty strongly con- 
vinced that there was a payment of 
money to the old police department for 
the 
privilege of running gambling 


games In contravention of the law — 
and with the grand Jury satisfied of 
that it Is a reasonable supposition that 
there wul be some very Interesting de- 
velopments along the same lines In the 
near future.

American nations. Here the preacher 
quoted c{rQm an address by Richard 
OlBewjIO'jtbe Acchbtahop of Canterbury 
in F^neutl < Hail, i Boston, in which be 
urged, mpon the distinguished visitor, 
as one of the most important things, 
the influence of the two countries for 
peace. -TThe Americans congratulated 
themselves that they were a peaceful 
people and that their prosperity had not 
been a product of war but of the arts 
of peaie, but, Mr. Olney said: "What- 
ever' be the cost, whether rightly or 
wrongly, necessary or unnecessary, the 
war bacillus has got into the American 
blood." He told the Archbishop that 
the armaments of America were now 
rivaling those of Europe, and conclud- 
ed with an expression of the hope that, 
from sttch sentiments as that war was 
a good thing, a useful national tonic, 
etc., every true friend of the American 
people would pray that they might be 
delHered. 


Dr. lCincaid/ would hold up the peace 


splrit.Wbis hearers and spoke to ad- 
miration of the great Peace Congress 
in Boston, which asked President 
Rcosevelt to appeal to the great peace 
tribunal of The Hague to see If the 
present terrible conflict could not be 
stepped. One great reason for interna- 
tional disputes having the consequence 
of war was that war did not appeal to 
the personal responsibility of the citi- 
zen. 
Yet in ,-every age war had been 


enormously expensive not only to the 
vanquished but to the victors. 
Tha 


wars of. Europe from 1793 to 1815 cost 
$6,250,OQO,Ofla and the loss of 1,900,000 
men. The Crimean war of 1854-56 cost 
$1,525,000,000 and a loss of 485,000 men. 
Our own war, of the Rebellion cost the 
UnIon'$?,932,000,OQQ and a loss ofr men 
killed and died of disease, for both 
sides, of 493,349. The Franco-Prussian 
war cost $1,580,000,000 and the loss of 
290,000 men. The war of the Revolution 
caused ,a loss of $135,000,000 and over 
300,000 men were engaged in it at dif- 
ferent times. According to authorities 
consulted, the war carried on by us in 
the PhUippines has been one of the 
rrcst costly in mon^y and destructive of 
human life in which we have ever en- 
gaged except that of the Rebellion.

Governor, they desire to have the law 
amended so that the merchants shal 
make their returns of stocks of mer 
chandlse on hand according to Inven 
tory, provided It agrees with thei: 
books. 


The merchants think a definite per 


centage should be allowed by the tax 
assessor in order to get at the cash 
value of the goods as shown by the In 
ventory. 


Further, the merchants wish that, In 


case of a difference between -the asses- 
sor and a taxpayer, the assessor be em- 
powered to appoint three other business 
•men as a sort of board of appraisers to 
come in and appraise the goods.

type of battleship for the United States Navy which will 
carry the most destructive battery of any war ship ever built 
in this country or abroad. The feature of the new vessel is 
the armament, with twelve powerful twelve-inch breech- 
loading guns, no other ship in the world' carrying' more than 
four weapons of such size. There will be a large number of 
smaller three-inch rapid-fire guns, but nothing intermediate. 
The new vessel will displace 18,000 tons.

United States to Have New Battle-Ship That 


Will Surpass All Previous Efforts of the 


Nations of the World. 


While the omission of several tons of important armor from 


the after end of the superstructures of the Alabama and the Ohio 
classes of United States battleships continues to provoke discussion 
among naval architects, there is no likelihood that the defect will 
be repeated in the later battleships, not only because the great 
majority of naval officers recognize it a serious fault, but because 
t is not probable that the United States' will build any more battle- 
ships similar to those of the classes named and their predecessors. 


rlnstead of modifying existing types to meet the normal ad- 


vance of naval science, the Navy Department proposes to construct 
a type of battleship which will be more startling than the ''super- 
josed turret" system of the Kentucky and the New Jersey classes. 
.n fact the new type of monster American war ship will be nearly 
as revolutionary as the original Monitor, although the idea did not 
emanate from American minds. 


The new battleship, upon the designs- of which the experts of the 


tfavy Department are now hard at work, will be of 18,000 tons 
displacement, making her of extraordinay size, but her most con- 
spicuous feature will be her battery, which will consist of no less 
:han twelve big 12-inch, breech-loading rifles as a main battery, 
with about a score of ^-pounder or 3-inch rapid-fire guns as a 
secondary battery. There will be nothing between the 12-inch and 
the small weapons. No battleship in the world so far built carries 
more than four guns of so large a caliber. The favorite types of 
American battleships of the past have been two in number, one 
carrying fdttr 12-inch or 13-inch guns, four or eight 8-inch guns and 
six to twelve 6-inch guns. The other type carries no 8-inch guns, 
but the four big- guns and ten to sixteen^ 6-inch or 7-inch guns. 
Both types carry the conventional large secondary battery of small 
rapid-fire guns. 


The proposed new battleship marks a wide divergence not only 


from these twa American types but from all foreign types. The 
twelve 12-inch guns constitute the most destructive battery in exist- 
ence. They will be mounted in pairs in six heavily armored turrets, 
one forward, one aft and two on each broadside. The turrets will 
be twelve inches thick, and they will revolve in the usual manner, 
so that a wide arc of fire may be secured. Between the turrets 
there will be a casemate armor six inches thick, to protect tne 
ventilation system, the piping, systems of communication, and the 
like, and to lessen the effect of an enemy's rapid fire guns. 


Each turret will be independent of the others, each having its 


own separate magazine and armored ammunition hoist. 
The 


turrets being complete ones, shells may rxplode bn any siJe of 
rhein without injuring the men and guns within. 


With the numerous, battery of smaller rapid-fire guns to guard 


againts torpedo-boat attacks and to harass the unarmore'i parts of 
the*enemy's ships, the new battleship's armament is a remarkably 
formidable one. The penetrative power of the 12-inch gun is double 
that of the 6-inch, while its "crushing power" is eight times as 
great. No armor save the thickest can withstand its fire, and with 
six or eight of these terrible weapons pouring shells weighing 850 
pounds each against an enemy, the latter would fare badly. 


While the additional weight of the extra 12-incb guns is great, 


'it is partly offset by the elimination of the 8-inch and the 6-inch 
guns and their turrets and armor, and the remaining extra weight 
is provided for by increasing the displacement from the 16,000 tons 
of the Connecticut class to 18,000 tons. 
, 


While the idea of a battleship carrying su*ch a remarkable bat- 


tery has been discussed in both England and Italy for the past two 
years, it has taken no tangible shape until now, when the United 
States Navy proposes to submit the design to Congress at its qpming 
session.

Alex, Craw's Report on 


a Quarantine 


Measure* 


Entomologist Alexander Craw present- 


ed the following interesting report on 
the work of his department, at the meet- 
'me of the Board of Agriculture held on 
Wednesday afternoon: 
The Hpnorable, the Board of Commis- 


sioners of Agriculture and Forestry, 
Honolulu, T. H. 


^Gentlemen: Since 
my last report 


nineteen 
steamers and sailing vessels 


arrived in port from outside of the Ter- 
ritory, and each has been visited imme- 
diately upon arrival. In. all- 7826 pack- 
ages of fruit and vegetables were re- 
ceived. 
The officers of the Customs Depart- 


ment render the agricultural and horti- 
cultural interests of this Territory, and 
in fact 
indirectly all the States and 


Territories of the Union, a most valu- 
able assistance in oreventing the sur- 
reptitious landing of horticultural prod- 
ucts, while the vessels are in port and 
we cannot be present. The importance 
of such assistance cannot be estimated 
in dollars and cents. This work is re- 
quired by Collector Stackable and is 
cheerfully performed by the officers and 
men of the entire Customs Department, 


A small olant may carry as serious 


and destructive pests or diseases as a 
larger one, or more extensive ship- 
ments, so nothing is allowed to pass in 
the plant line without careful inspection, 
and, when suspected, fumigation is re- 
sorted to. 


Your passaee of the rules and regula- 


tions prohibiting the importation of 
fruits 
from certain countries where 


fruit-flies are Known to exist and its 
prompt approval by the Governor will 
aid greatly in keeping such pests out of 
the country. Generally the 
greatest 


source of infection is through pests upon 
trees and plants, as they go on develop- 
ing with the growth of the plant 
In 


the case of apoles and pears slightly in- 
fested with tiu larvae of the "codling 
moth," we have allowed a certain per 
cent of infection, as the above fruits 
cannot be °rown 
here profitably and, 


having been imported for years without 
having 
proved 
detrimental to_ other 


fruits, it is. reasonable to surmise that 
there is no great danger from this in- 
sect 


We have, however, cautioned import- 


ers not to .purchase such fruit 
It is 


different in the case of fruit-flies, as 
their maggots attack mangoes, bananas, 
oranges and other fruits that are cul- 
tivated in, and are of great commercial 
importance 
to this 
Territory. Even 


young cocoanuts are not exempt from 
:heir attack.

tiles) arrived on the S. S. Manchuria

HAWAII CAN PRODUCE OLIVES. 


(Forester;ana Agriculturist for November.) 


Olive raising has often been suggested for a new industry in 


Hawaii, but nothing on-,a business scale has come of it. 
One 


considerable experiment ;-in Kalihi valley, a short drive from 
Honolulu, was tried' without success, nearly twenty years ago. 
That single failure undoubtedly had. much to do wiSi an im- 
pression since abroad thaffiawaii is not suitable for'olive culture. 
A more modest experiment\now mature for' observation on the 
Island of Hawaii—ar/ experiment all the more telling because 
it was left almost Entirely to nature for working out—goes 
strongly to show that Hawaiian soil and climate are particularly 
favorable to the olive. 
• 


Eben P. Low about the middle of the year 1895, planted some 


olive trees at Puuwaawaa, district of North Kona, from graft 
cuttings imported from ..California. 
Six of these trees'are grow- 


ing on the sheltered side.-of the large hill of Puuwaawaa', at an 
elevation of about 3,500'feet above sea level, in good, deep soil 
and unwatered. The growth is dependent on natural causes, but 
little care and attention having been given the trees except at 
the start. Four of the trees are growing at the house lot of 
thfe Puuwaawaa ranch, ndar the foot of the hill already named, 
at/an elevation of about ^,700 feet above sea level. These were 
planted the same time as jkhe six before mentioned, but in loamy 
and gravelly soil. All ten trees are thriving luxuriantly, being. 
18 or 20 feet high and very bushy. 
They bore fruit in four and 


a half years from the date of planting. 
The fruit is of good, full 


size, free from blight and in abundance. Without'having ever 
been pruned, the trees bear every year in the same way. 


With such a demonstration as this by Mr. Low, there should 


be no hesitation about starting in to clothe thousands of hillsides' 
throughout the group with olive groves. There is an immense 
area of slopes bordering the valleys about Honolulu, where the 
ground is too steep for the cultivation of field or garden crops 
with .labor-saving implements, which might be planted with olive 
trees. 
In many places shelter for the tender seedlings might be 


obtained at the start by the planting of "wind breaks" wherever 
needed. 
The "wind breaks," however, should consist of quick 


growing trees of such varieties as do not produce an over- 
abundance of lateral roots, which latter might seriously interfere 
with the proper growth "of'the youn^ olive trees.
